These t-am-e districts gave Clark 
25,963; Wilson 11,546. 


For the Democratic delegate« at 
large*. 
Coughlin (pledged to Foss), 
23,877; Williams (for primary pref­ 
erence), 9,197. 


At a late hour Taft was leading 
'Roosevelt In the first, second,, third, 
Rixth, eighth, tenth, eleventh and 
thirteenth districts. This left Roose­ 
velt ahead in the fourth, fifth, sev­ 
enth, ninth, twelfth and fourteenth 
district«. 


The vote for Senator LaFoile :» 
was only 1,271, in 787 precinct-?. 


It was apparent th a t a complete 
vole of the state would not be h a i 
until daylight tomorrow. 


The Republican situation, which at 
midnight showed that Taft was lead­ 
ing the preferential vote but th a t tho 
Roosevelt Jeiegates were ahead, led 
to considersi»iid iscussion as to what 
would be the attitude in case the final 
result showed that the voters prefer­ 
red Taft for president but instructed 
the eight delegates at 
large 
for 
•Roosevelt. 
While political ooesrvers 
differed on this point many were of 
the opinion that the delegates pledg­ 
ed to «Roosevelt might regard the ex­ 
pression of preference <hy the voters 
for Taft although It was admitted 
th at the Roosevelt members o f 
the 
ie&i&tature 
a n d 
Roosevelt leaders 
were mainly responsible for the ii3w 
r e s id e n ti a l preference primary law. 


STRIKE AVERTED 


Rule Which Prevented Federal Em* 
loyes in Postal Service F ro m Com­ 
plaining of Treatment to Congress 
Abrogated— Other Postal Change« 


Washington, April 3 0.— The per­ 
fected postoffice appropriation 
bill 
as agreed upon after a session of- 
the bouse which lasted until 
7 :5 0 
o ’clock to night 
contained 
several 
new features of legislation advocat­ 
ed by the majority. 


One was an abrogation of the rule 
described by Democrats as a “gag” 
rule, which prevented federal em­ 
ployes in the postal 
service 
from 
complaining to 
congress of 
their 
treatment. 


The bill also contains a provision 
which would 
compel 
newspapers, 
magazines and other periodicals to 
publish the name« of their managing 
editors and of stockholders who own 
stock valued at more than $550. 


The bill championed 
by 
Repre­ 
sentative Barnhart, of Indiana was 
amended by Representative 
Allen, 
of Ohio, so that daily papers are 
required to publish 
this 
informa­ 
tion in but one issue a week. 
The 
Barn hart bill also 'provides that all 
editorial or 
reading 
matter 
fur 
which money has 
been 
received 
muHt l»e labeled “advertisement.” 


A com«promise' on the parcel post 
and 
express 
provisions 
occupied 
most of the time of the debate, and 
was 
agreed 
to 
after 
numerous 
amendm en ts were voted down. 


As the bill was perfected in. the 
committee of the whole the parcel 
post and express question* are given 
to a committee of three senators 
and three representatives for study 
and report to the next session 
of 
congress. 


in 
the meantime a rural route 
parcel service is provided. 
Its rate-, 
are 5 cents 'for the first pound and 
one cent for each additional pound 
up to 11 pounds. 
All o f this mail 
matter is confined 
to rural 
route 
service.

¡A general parcel post service o r 
12 cents a pound for 11 pounds is 
contained in the bill.

Ht. Paul, April 30.— By filing a pe­ 
tition in equity in the federal district 
court here the government to day In­ 
stituted a suit against the Interna­ 
tional Harvester company under ‘.be 
provisions of the Sherman ant;-lrusr 
law. 
The government asks: 


That the $140,000,000 corporation 
be dissolved on the ground that it is 
a monopoly in restraint of trade. 


T hat injunctions be issued to bar 
from interstate commerce the 
pro­ 
ducts of iho International Harvested 
company, or of 
the 
International 
Harvester company of Afneriea, its 
selling agency. 


That receivers be 
appointed 
to 
take charge of the property and wind 
up the business of the defendant, if 
the courts flnd such action compai- 
able with public interest. 
. 


Assistant District Attorney Dickey 
announced that the subpoenas issued 
for Cyrus II. McCormick, president 
of the harvester company, and for 
ail the rest of the 18 Individuals and 
seven corporations who ace named 
in the petition, are returnable May 6. 
The defendants must, enter their ap­ 
pearance in court by Jun e 3, but it 
probably will be July 1, before they 
will he able to answer the govern­ 
ment’s petition. 
After the govern­ 
ment files its application, probably 
in August, the case in all likelihood 
will be at issue. 


District 
Attorney 
Charles 
S. 
Kroup, who ordinarily would have 
taken charge of the filing of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s ■feuit, has been in Wash­ 
ington in consultation with Attorney 
General Wiekersham, who was di­ 
recting the case from that end. 


.Mr. Dickey received word that At­ 
torney General Wickershanr 
would 
probably file a certificate of expedi­ 
tion in order that as little time as 
possible will be lost in bringing the 
suit to trial. 
The 
case 
by 
this 
moans will be removed from 
the 
district court of Minnesota 
to the 
baited States court of appeals, thus 
hastening the issue to the supreme 
court of the United States. 


The chief charges by the govern* 
nient against the harvester compatti,’ 
are: _ 


Tliat tne company,' In monopoliz­ 
ing the manufacture and saie 
of 
harvesting machinery, has advanced 
prices “ to the grave injury of thn 
larmcr and the general public.” 


That the company 
controls 
at 
b ast ’.mi per cent of the trade in tho 
Fnited States in harvesters or grain 
hinders, 75 per cent of the mowers 
and more than 50 per cent of 
the 
binder twine: that there are only 
three or four manufacturers other 
than the International in the United 
States and as these have only 
a 
Hinall part of the business and in 
some sections of the country nono 
at all, the International has a monop­ 
olistic control. 


That the company has absorbed 
competing companies while allowing 
the companies still to advertise as be­ 
ing independent, “ thereby mislead­ 
ing, deceiving and defrauding 
the 
public and more effectually crippling 
existing competitors 
and 
keeping 
out new ones." 


That the defendants have resorted 
to unfair trade methods by attem pt­ 
ing to induce agents to handle only 
their products. 
. That they have bought up patents 
tg perpetuate the monopoly. 


That when a combination was ef­ 
fected of the'McCormick Harvesting 
Machinery company of IHino's the 
Deering company of 
Illinois, 
the 
Plano Manufacturing company of Il­ 
linois, Warner, Bushnel & Glassner 
Co. of Ohio, and 
the 
Milwaukee 
Harvester company, 
the aggregate, 
output amounted to more than 85 
per cent of all the harvesting ma­ 
chinery and 50 per cent of nil the 
binder twine produced and sold in 
the United States at that time. 


That in organizing the Internation­ 
al Harvester company the defend­ 
ants were actuated by a determina­ 
tion to form a monopoly. 


That the company 
bound retail 
dealers by contract not to sell the 
products of any, other manufacturer. 


That the harvester company re­ 
ceives iron, steel and lumber from 
the Wisconsin Steel company and 
the Wisconsin Lumber company, sub­ 
sidiaries, which are used to eliminate 
competition. 


That the company has used rail­ 
roads which it controls to obtain un­ 
due preference from railroads con­ 
necting with them.

stricken out after a heated debate. 


The delegates at large who were 
chosen by about, two-thirds majority 
are Fred W. Estalbrook, Ñusnan; Lv- 
ford A. Morrow, Os»;ipe, Charles M. 
Floyd, Manchester and Roland 
11# 
•Spaulding, Rochester. 


Th* iplatform as adopted includ­ 
ed the following planks: 


“■We repudiate any aspersion of 
the government administered under 
the Republican party as catering to 
any special or privileged classes. At 
the same time we denounce those 
doctrines of anarchy and Socialism 
that would deprive 
any man 
of 
reading the junt rewards of his ef­ 
forts to improve his condition. 


“ We protest against 
associating 
the lofty sentiments of Lincoln with 
any such 
perilous and subversive 
dogmas as the 
initiative, 
irenorril 
referendum, 
and 
the 
recall 
of 
judges, or their decisions by popular 
voter« in the heat of partisan feel­ 
ing.” 


The instructions were voted ac­ 
cording to the platform “ in view 
of the emphatic and unequivocal ex­ 
pressions of the Republican voter of 
New Hampshire at the r e m i t presi­ 
dential primaries. 


Cheers that greeted the mention 
of Col. Roosevelt's name by

chairman made reference to

— Contempt 
of court proceedings against J. SBruce 
¡¿may, piesideut of the International 
.Mercantile Murine, and Joseph

itoxhail and Charles Lightoller, sur­ 
viving officers of the Titanic, may be 
one of the first developments in 
a 
viv.l action begun here today to re­ 
cover for the life of a victim of the 
disaster. 


The three men left the city and 
went to New York, ignoring 
su m­ 
mons issued by the district supreme 
court directing thtfni to appear before 
a referee and testify in an 
action1 
brought by Mrs. Louise Robbins of 
New York, the widow of Col. John 
Jacob Astors’ valet, who was lost 
with the ship. 
The action is an un­ 
usual one in equity to preserve tho 
testimony of the officers for a suit 
which may be filed later.

marshal and after a conference with 
attorneys boarded a train for

York.

J. Bruce ismay, 
president 
and 
managing director of the Interna­ 
tional Mercantile Marine 
company, 
told the committee that, in his opin­ 
ion, this should be done. 
He prom­ 
ised to take up the question with the 
constructors of the big 
liners as 
soon as he returned to England. 


A llecalitraiit Witness. 


The head of the most powerful

with E. J. Dunn, a New York im­ 
porter. 
Mr. Dunn proved a renal;- 
trant witness, for after telling of in­ 
formation he had received to the oi­ 
l e d that the White Star line olfi- 
•eiafs had received positive informa­ 
tion of the Titanic disaster twelve 
hours before they had given It out, 
lie refused to give the name of his 
informant. 


Senator Smith insisted on know­ 
ing the name of the person respon­ 
sible for the statement. 
Dunn salf. 
he had received it in confidence ,im' 
¡•ad pledged himself not to divulge 
the name. 


Summuriiy dismissed 
from 
the 
stand in charge of an assistant ser­ 
geant at a n u s of the senate, the wit­ 
ness spent most of the morning on 
the long distance telephone endeav­ 
oring to be absolved from his pledge 
As a result of 
Dunn's 
testimony, 
Senator Smith dispatched two offi­ 
ce».s to >ie\v York to interrogate the 
officials of the Western Union Tele­ 
graph company, by whom was e m ­ 
ployed the man who said to have 
originally made the state. 
Late in 
the day he learned that the officers 
wore having trouble in getting at the 
facts. 
As a result he announced he 
would go to New York and conduct 
the investigation himself. 


Recess Taken. 


The heaiing to day came to an 
abrupt end when Senator Smith sud­ 
denly announced that the committee 
would recess until Friday. 
This, he 
said, was necessitated because 
tin 
senate 
commerce 
committee, 
to 
which the members of the Titanic in­ 
vest igatiug committee belonged, was 
completing its work on the rivers 
and harbors appropriation bill. 
It 
was desired, he slid that all mem ­ 
bers of the committee be present. 


Engines Going Fast. 


In the course of his testimony to 
day C, I.’. Henry Stengel, of Newark 
N. J.. ¡t manufacturer and a surviv­ 
or of the Titanic, testified that he 
had watched the speed of the ship 
particularly. 


“ When 1 went to bo Sunday night 
about 10 o'clock I told my wife that 
the engines were going at an awful 
rate,” he .said. 
“ Being a mntifaet- 
urer I have a general knowledge of 
engines and it seemed to me that 
the Titanic’s engines 
were 
being 
.strained." 


The remainder of Mr.»Stronger* 
testimony related to the launching 
of lile boats, the osenpe of himself 
and wife and incidents on the Car 
pathia. 


Col. G ra d e TteHfiiies. 


Col. Archibald Gracie told of the 
crash. 
He told of the efforts to in 
duct1 Mr. and Mrs, Isador Straus to 
get into a life boat. 
Mrs. Straus re­ 
fused to leave her husband. 


“ We waived the rule against men 
entering the boats,” he said, "and 
urged Mr. Straus to go. 
lie said 
‘No, I-shall stay here and share the 
Tate of the men.’ 
Then we aband 
oned our efforts.” 


The witness told of assisting Mrs. 
John Jacob Astor Into a HTe boat 
and Col. Astor's request that he be 
allowed to accompany her.

Secretary David Ross 
estimated 
that approximately 5,out) employers 
of labor have signified their inten­ 
tion ‘of operating under the provis­ 
ions of the new law, but the bulk ot 
he letters received 
to day 
came 
from employers who declare they do 
not. wish to come under the new law. 


Under the provisions of the new 
statute, unless an 
employer 
files 
ith the bureau of labor statistics 
before May 1, 1011!, notice of an ex­ 
ception to the provisions of the act, 
such employer, either firm or cor­ 
poration, becomes bound 
for 
one 
year by the provisions of the law. 


Unless notices are filed with the 
labor bureau, all, employers are au- 
o matically held to be under the 
operation of the new law from the 
time that it. goes into effect. 
Em­ 
ployers are given thirty days from 
he date the act becomes effective to 
signify whether they chose to re­ 
main under Its provisions. 


Under the provisions

Provisions are nino made for the 
payment of weekly sums in cases of 
injury not resulting in death.

compensation for death of injury i> 
to be paid without .any cost of n e ­ 
gation in the courts, the intent of 
the law being to do away with judg­ 
ments in personal injury, cases being 
eaten up by atto rney ’s (fees.

Jacksonville's water snpuly is to 
undergo another inve.stigation. 
En­ 
gineer iPaul tfan.sen, vvlio conie.s un­ 
der ordens of Direcior iidward liar- 
tow of the StîUe Water Survey, ar­ 
rived in the city Tne.sday aftornoon 
over the Wabash. 


As has been iircvlou.nly nir-ntioned, 
tho state legi.^laturo recently approi»- 
riated .several tbousandf, of doliatH 
for use in investigating tho various 
water system.s of the countrv. 
The 
Htato Water /Survey in not under tho 
jurisdiction of the state university 
at Champaign but it works in con­ 
junction with the unlver,‘5ity. all tho 
laboratories and other equijmient be­ 
ing at tho disposal of the stato sur­ 
vey , 


.Mr. Hansen is here for the purpose 
of collecting data relative to 
tho 
local water supply nnd of making 
recommendations. 
iHis visit In 
the 
'ity will be guaged according to tho 
r.’nount of time neces.sary to obtain 
real facts on the situation. 


Whf'n asked concerning his pres­ 
ence here he stated tliat there were 
several reasons why he wa.n In Jack- 
■Honville. 
He said that the State Wa­ 
ter Survey hr.d received a ntimber 
of communications from the varioua 
state 
institutions 
here, 
stating 
that 
something 
ought 
to 
be 
done 
to 
give 
them 
a 
bet­ 
ter grade of water and 
to 
ward 
against dangers of a water famine In 
the dry .season. 
The Institution au- 
thoritie.s felt that they had waited 
long enough and some imniodlato ac­ 
tion should 1 ) 0 taken. 


Mr. Hanson also stated that Dr. 
Rntîow had rccoiv<}(] a coiniTiiinlca- 
tion from tho Morgan County Medi­ 
cal society, asking if in somo way 
they could not lend assistance 
In 
siving Jacksonville l)otter and purer 
water, fearing that a continuation of 
the firesent water supply would occ.a- 
slon the presence of an epidemic of 
t.Mthoid 
fever 
or 
other 
diseases 
iirought al)out by a contaminated wa­ 
ter supply. 
Letters from Individuals 
residing here had also ‘l)cen received 
asking for advice and seeking somo 
remedy from .¡)resent conditions. 


In speaking of his many experi­ 
ences relative to impure water and 
typhoid fever, Mr. Hanson remarked 
that there were so many ways 
in 
v,-hlch an impure water s.vstein could 
cause .such a disease that various 
Mties each had their own ¡iroblem to 
iolvo and tho conditions wero not al­ 
ways the same. 
He said that there 
was no city, however ¡md its water 
"as reported unilt for consumption, 
<'Ut what some of tho people u.simI it 
for drinking i)urpo.ses and that of- 
fimes among the bett^'r cla.ss, 
al- 
‘r.ough confined more to those who 
l!d not give much weight to 
the 
¡natter and because the water looked 
nne drank it anyway. 


When asked aI>out

fhe various sources at dlfTerent times, 
wr. Haneen stated that a test, in or-
